JODQB LOWBIE'S CHARGE TO MB GRAND 


JOKY. 


The April term of the Court of Quarter 


SeeBions ootnmenoed Monday morning, at 
ten o'clock, Judge Lowris, assisted by bis 
a«eociBte«, D»vis and Ch»ee, presiding. 
The forenoon was principally occupied in 
hearing motions, etc., and it was not until 
two o'clock 'that the Grand Jury was 
sworn in, whom Judge Lowrie proceeded 
to addren u follows: 
Gentlemen of tjie Qrand Jury: 


The dutiei which you are called upon to 


perform as member* of this Court of Quar- 
ter Sessions are not of a very difficult or 
complicated nature; but they are of the 
very highest civil and social importance, 
because most of them relate to violations 
of social and civil order, which if not 
properly treated here, continually increase 
m number and magnitude, and do more 
and more endanger the morals, lives, and 
property of all, and tend to make all gov- 
ernment fruitiest and contemptible. 


It is my duty to assist you in yonr la- 


bors, by giving you at this time such in- 
structions ai I may think appropriate to 
the olaag of cases which aro likely to come 
before yon. The oath which you have 
just taken haa already indicated to you, 
in general terms, the duties which aro im- 
posed upon you by the law of your posi- 
tion. It very naturally divides iteelf into 
two parts; the first relating to tho sub- 
stance of the duties you are called upon to 
perform; and the second to tho manner 
and spirit in which they are to bo per- 
formed. I shall speak of them separately, 
and in this order: 


Vint—You are diligently to enquire, 


and true presentment make, as well ot all 
such, matters aa shall be given you in 
charge by tha Court or by the Common- 
wealth's attorney, aa of such things as you 
ahull know to te pretentable here. I sli,»ll 
speak of this part of your duty with some 
detail, and trust that you will remember 
wbatlaay. 


Tho District Attorney will lay before 


you bilk of indictment for all tho offenses 
that have been brought to his knowledge, 
and if there be any others known to you, 
he will, on your request, prepare the prop- 
er bills oi indictment for them also. 


In the consideration ol these you will 


proceed with all diligonco, sitting aa near- 
ly as practicable, according to the hours 
of session of the court, i e.t in the morn- 
ing from 9 to near 1 o'clock, and in the 
iitieruoon from 2 to half-past 6. By so 
tiuiug yon will be able to prepare business 
with promptness for the court, will beet 
assure the prompt attendance ot your own 
members, so that no one eliall delay the 
rest, and also the attendance of witnesses; 
best shun improper influences from med- 
dling suitors aud their friends, and beet 
avoid the injury to the public and to suit- 
ors, which sometimes arises from witnes- 
ses absenting themselves on account of the 
time which they may fsel to bo wasted by 
their attendance on tardy proceedings and 
uncertain hours of sesnion. 
All public 


officers ought to be examples, to their fel- 
low-citizens, of order, promptness, econo- 
my, and respect for law. 


To the bill of indictment, you will find 


appended the names of the witnesses in 
support of the charges contained in them, 
and you will have them called before you 
by the officers who will attend upon them. 
And when they appear you will iwear 
them that the evidence which they tliall 
give in the case under examination shall 
be tho truth, and nothing but tho truth. 
This oath (or affirmation) may bo adniic- 
istered'by your foreman, or by any one of 
your number whom you may chooeo. 


You need not examine' more of the wit- 


nesses than aro sufficient to show that 
there it probable cause for the charge net 
forth in the indictment, for that is suffi- 
pieEt to put the defendant on his trial. If, 
in any case, it becomes apparent to you 
that the material witnesses aro absent, or 
cannot be obtained by the usual process, 
so that no probable case can be uhown, 
you will return the indictment into court, 
without any finding thereon, and report 
the fact of the absence ol such witnesses 
for the action of the Court. 


If for any indictment, you find that 


probable cause of the charge io proved, 
yo'n will return' it with the endorsement, 
True SiU, signed by your foreman.- 


If no such probablo cause appear from 


the evidence, after examination of proper 
witnesses, you will endorse the bill, lijno- 
ramtts, meaning thereby that you aro not 
sufficiently informed of probablo cause, 
and in cases of misdemeanors, you will add 
a direction that the county or the prose- 
cutor, as you shall judge right, under all 
the circumstances, shall pay the costs. In 
cases of felony, yon have no authority to 
give any direction about costs. When 
you adjudge the prosecutor to pay tho 
costs, yon -will also state who is thu prose- 
cutor. 


It is necessary that yon should he very 


cautious in deciding on the question of 
costs. Let no consideration of poverty or 
wealth or standing of the parties influence 
yon. A reckless, or incautious uee of thin 
power of imposing costs upon prosecutors 
may deter cautious persons Irom appear, 
ing to prosecute offender1!, and thus do 
serious injury to public order, and may 
warn the weak rather to bear the wrongs 
of oppressors and disorderly toon, than to 
risk the trouble and the costs of a public 
prosexjution ; whereas a careful -and di«- 
ereet exeroue of it may teach a valuable 
Iess6n to those who hasten to resort to the 
remedies of the law in mere passion, or on 
charges which prndent men. would not 
think worthy of notice, or on charges 
fonnded'only on their own ill temper or 
suspicious disposition. 


Besides this, you may often increase, 


instead of saving expense to tho county 
by iuch imposition of costs; because 
sometimes tho prosecutor is pentcuced to 
jail till he pays them, and is there snp^ 
ported by the county until discharged 
under the provisions of the insolvent 
laws. 


And it is not unimportant for you to 


bear in mind that many of the suitors in 
» criminal court aro very ignorant peo- 
ple, who have had but little good traiuing: 
in their youth, and who have but little 
skill in managing themselves or others so 
as to maintain pence in the collieions 
which naturally arise among them, and 
that much ol the fault of their being here 
is very often chargeable to the ignorance 
and carelessness of the magistrates whom 
the people have chosen to preside over 
their disputes in the first instano*. Often 
it is the fanlt of the magistrate, rather 
than of the suitor, thpt sm$ll causes aro 
not dismissed or amicably settled without 
coming into court. Or rather, perhaps, it 
is the fault of the people themselves, who 
are very careless about the qualifications 
of those for whom they rote. 


Let your sense of justice be kindly cau- 


tious in dealing with the faulted poverty 
and ignorance, without forgetting that all 
gentle feelings towards those who habitu- 
ally disregard the order of society, and 
deapire its modes of doing good, are 
simply wasted, it ia casting pearla before 
swino. 


Certainly it is onr duty to save the pub 


lie, when we reasonably can, from the ex- 
ptnses of unnecessary litigation ; but .let 
ns do it by care and diligence in our du- 
ties, rather than by any hasty, impatient 
or indiscreet imposition of expenses upon 
suitors, Let us not harm ouaelves by fall- 
ing into crude, careless or passionate judg- 
ments, and thus we shall do no unneces- 
sary wrong to others. Ton ought to have 
more than probabk canoe for putting costs 
upon a prosecutor. To do thu it ought to 
appear plain to yon from the evidence, 
that he ia the proaecutor,»ndi*hat his pros- 
ecution is thoughtless or malicious and 
ground less. 


Bear in mind also that it requires at 


least twelve of jour members to impose 
the costs upon the prosecutor or"' to find 
any indictment a true bill. It followH 
necessarily from this, that, where twelve 
of yon do not agree in favor of finding a 
true bill or imposing coats upon the prose- 
outtr, you hare to return the bill "igno- 
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ramus" in the one case, and let the costi 
foil upon, the country in the other 


Of course you will be called to consider 


some of the usual classes of criminal offen- 
ses.,, euoh a? theft, burglary, assault and 
battery, eellmg liquor without a license, 
or on SrradavB, or to minor., or to habitual 
drunkards, keeping gambling honsei and 
other offenses against public order and 
morals. I need not define any of them 
for you will find them all defined in the 
indictments which will be l»id before you 
The Commonwealth trusts you to tee that 
none shall' esoapo the punishment of 
the law through any negligence on your 
part. 


And yot wo must not expect too much 


from the law og a healer oi social disor- 
ders. No quarantine regulation* can save 
society from disease. Though law may 
suppress some of many of the grosser 


the sources of it, so as to dry them up. 
ML i?T-'""8 more in tbe disposition 
from which it oomralhan in the mare acts 
with which tho law deals; and until this 
disposition is cured hy appropriate reme- 
dies, the law, with its coarser remedies, 
will have enough to do in suppressing tha 
coarss eruptions of ein which endangers 
public tecurity, and will need tho best 
men it can get to administer it. 


Tho distilery, the grog-shop, tho gam- 


bling houso and other occupations that 
make their profits out of intemperance 
gluttony, extravagance and impurities o: 
society, are planted and get their supplies 
far down from the sources of the streams 
of sin. They all grow out of social condi- 
tions and dspend on them, and they will 
live while these conditions last, changing 
only as they change. Tho only true curi 
is to dry tfp tha sources of those evils, and 
this can be thoroughly dono only by tbe 
gospel, -which is a power of God for our 
salvation, by curing us of our einf u! nature 
Law, whatever it may do, has no such 
function as this. It leaves ns a very large 
freedom in our conduct, and this makes ii 
the more necessary that we shoiJd all reg- 
ulate ourselves according to the best prin- 
ciples. 


If tho law could mako all men indus- 


trious in good works and modomJo in their 
defcires, ic could dry up many of the 
fourooa of crime; but this it cannot do. 
For this it must rely on parental and home 
influences, and these are naturally defec- 
tive und often, very sinful. While children 
are brought up to think that their goew] 
worth is measured by their parents' wealth 
or position; that it is discreditable to them 
to be aupposed to work or need to work ; 
that idleness is evidence of good social 
standing; that the callings by which their 
parents maintained them are beneath 
them; that fine bands, fin* houses and fino 
drehses and abundant leisure aro the high- 
est huinon goal, or at least tho way to it; 
while tbote opinions prevail the sources ol 
vice caunot be dried up, and vice in all its 
forms will continue, jn epite of all law. 
Aud <ho blame of these opinion" are charge- 
able to society generally and not expeciallv 
to tho youog und ignorant. 


Lot each one iu his own place do all h'_ 


can to promote temperance in all things 
even if he do it not in our mode, or, as wi 
think, wisely. 
We learn, all thingL 


through much blundering, and we shal 
blunder much and long betore we learn to 
manage this evil rightly ; but this need 
not discourage us. You have now an 
official part i,, perform iu thia work ; d 
it faithfully aud nccording to law. 
Gc 


not beyond nor lall short of what the law 
require*. You' cannot present by indict 
meut all the vicious acts of which JOT 
have evidence, because some of them ar 
not crimes. 


There are many evils for which the lav. 


has no punishment, because it would in 
terfere too much with personal liberty by 
investing officers with a degree of powe' 
which no human skill could manage wise- 
ly; it would require a degree of officia 
watchfulness, suspicion and espionage o 
private affairs that would morally and so 
cially degrade ifs functionaries. 
JLegal 


like parental government, ought not to be 
suspicious of its subjects. It will be besi 
obeyed when it is felt to be their frienc 
seeking to do them good. If it be felt to 
be one set of social opinions harshly sus 
pectins and oppressing another set, th'eee 
last will feel justiiiebMi* evasions and se 
oret violations of it, and moderate men 
will wink at such trangressions. Even 
very hcnious crimes find sympathy when 
haishly dealt with. 


In doing your share in the administra 


tion of the law, you will act witliou 
malice even against wrong doers. Let al 
you do be dono witb profound respect fo 
tbo law and order of society. Let ever; 
subject be treated with that soriousues 
and caution which every social evil merits 
Let your example of respect for law tpreac 
its influence everywhere, and let wilru 
transgressors of law know thaftheyoan 
have no place in respectable fociety. J 
truly growing society will inevitably am 
even unconsciously consign to ita dregs a! 
who intentionally and habitually violat 
.its order, and will .thus evon visit the in 
iquities of the fathers upon the children 
unto tho third and fourth generation o 
them that despise its laws. Let us b 
earnest, but let na bo practical also in al 
tht-.t we do. No social evils are of sudden 
growth, and tot none have we any sudden 
cures. 


Secondly. I may now proceed to epeal 


of thc-mamior. and spirit in which the du 
tiep are to bo performed. 


You are to bo dtliqent in your inquiries 


so that no public time be wasted, aud tha 
no offenses against tbo public and morals 
us defined by the laws, shall escape, pres 
enttnent by reason of any carelessness or 
lenity on your part. 


You must also be true in your present 


merits. You aro not required to study 
tho law of finy case, but only the facts 
charged in tho bills laid before you. I 
tbo evidence sho-sJ that there is probable 
cause for believing that the.,'^nts charge 
therein aro true, you are to put the de 
fondant on his trial by finding a true bill 
Uero you will fiud room for much care 
und dilbgence in the examination of wit- 
nesBee, BO that yon may not be imposed on 
by the reckletfness'and prejudice of will 
ing witueeee", or by the disguise and cva 
eious of unwilling ones. 


Ilia Comma iiwealOis counsel, your Jd 


lovi and your own you witt keep secret 
This moludei all that tulcea place in con. 
ncctiun with your deliberations- amongj 
yourselves and with tbo District Attorney 
except yonr finding, which aro to be firs 
published in open Court. 
• This is a law of the position you ocou- 
py, and for that reason it ought to be 
obeyed. Eut it is always well for us to 
know the reason of a law; for then, if it if 
well founded, it becomes a part of our 
helves und of our system of conduct, anc 
we obey it more freely, cheerfully anc 
wisely, for wo have a feeling ot its import- 
ance. 


Its primary object u very apparent 


Your officB caliii upon, you to treat of the 
conduce of a great variety of characters 
gome of whom are the very worst men 11 
society, who would be ready to do you o 
your property or your reputation any 
harm they could, if th.oir malice ehouli 
be directed towards you. And this wonl< 
certainly happen. if yonr deliberation 
were public, and you should speak onl 
with proper bravery, the opinions whicl 
their conduct demands of those who are 
appointed to try them. And the dange 
pt this would "be increased if your opin 
ions and suggestions be not sustained b; 
yonr brethren. 


Besides this, conscious vice1, which i»th< 


worot sort of vice, always hides itaelf; i 
loves darkness rather than light, »od ver 
often it can be detected only by the roos 
careful scrutiny in tho efforts by which 
you track it to its hiding places, and fo 
this reason, all that is done and said among 
you ought to bo done and said only amoni 
yourselves. Of course there are man; 
cases in which no such scrutiny is neces 
eary; but still the general rule i. foundce 
in good reason, and is the law of all caws 
and therefore it ought to be observed i 
all, even, without the obligation* of you 
oath. 


Many persons of verv thoughtful mind 


are apt to bo shy in giving their opinion* 
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a a public way, •who jet {eel quite free in 
xpres»ing them when it is done in the 
-.onfidenee of private intercourse; and thus 
rout detibeiationi in. tbii wiy may be ex- 
ieot»d to be conducted with more wudom 
han they could be if they wer» subject 
to be repotted and blown abroad. There 
is great temptation in public debates to 
sptak for the sake of display rather than 
on behalf of truth. 


And it is not only the counsel of yonr 


ellowa and oi the Common-wealth, bat 
'onr own B]*o that you are to keep secret. 
Tour judicial experience can hardly be 
sufficient to make you feel all the im- 
wrtance 
of 
these 
cautions 
con- 


tained in yonr oath of office. 
In 


roar attendance here you are- in daily 
utercourse with many men who have 
;re»t skill in prying into things which 
hey hav« no business with; aome do it 
out of vicious [motives, others merely for 
he purpose of having something to talk 
about, and others to show off a little 
smartness by which they may attract a 
transient admiration. la cases which the 
lublic take a special interest, ill sorts of 
stories will be invented and guesses made 
tad calculated and grow into assertions 
without having a word of truth in them, 
that will make you wonder; bat do not 
undertake to explain or oontradict any of 
them. Let no one talk to you at all about 
the business you have before you, and if 
you fiud people talking at yon, it is best to 
;o and leave them, or at least not to hear 
them. 


In the intercourse between the judges 


and the members of the bar, the business 
of the court is never spoken of except 
publicly in open court, and when others 
venture to do it, they are warned of im 
impropriety by rebuke or by silence. 
You may think you could not be misled 
by being thus addressed about business 
pending before you, yet it is best to avoid 
the temptation; let him that thinketh he 
stand take heed leet ho fall; very watch- 
ful and experienced. men would not be 
misled, their strength is in their fear of 
the danger. Be sure of thi«, if you allow 
such approaches you cannot avoid the 
suspicion, and charge of being misled. And 
it is well for public morality that people 
should be censorious of those who allow 
hemselves to be talked with about such 
mportant matters. Only parius have a 
right to peak iu these matters to judges 
and jurors, and they only in their proper 
time and place, on the trial and. in the 
>resence of each other. 


Again; in all your deliberations you 


are to be careful that you be not influ- 
enced on one hand by envy, hatred, malice 
or ill will, on th« other by fear, favor, 
affection, reward, gain, or any hope 
thereof. 


None of these influences in their grosser 


forms are likely to reach any of you. 
Very few men are brave enough in their 
dishonesty to venture to agfcume that you 
may be approached in the way of bribery, 
and therefore even men who would like 
to be bribed caunot always fiud bribert; 
and I very confidently presume that none 
of you can be misled by any such gross 
metns. But every man is liable to be un- 
conciouely misled by his own feeling?, 
aud of this you are carefully warned by 
the oath you have taken. Let no ill^ 
feeliag 
towards 
the 
accused 
lead 


you to present a bill against him; let 
no feeling of favor towards or fear of 
him or oi any who uphold or favor him, 
lead you to acquit him. You cannot yield 
to such motives without doing barm to the 
public, and also to yourselves if you do it 
consciously. Let the evidence alone be 
your guido. Do yovr share to thow that 
the public business is honestly adminis- 
tered. And bear in mind that true integ- 
rity in the discharge of duty can never 
exist withontVisrge share of carefulness 
and courage. Only cautious and consci- 
entious earnestness leaves nothing to be 
repented of, for man can do no better, nor 
demand more than this.

Ho was 
the last prisoner to be disposed of and was 
arrrigned for theft, having frankly con- 
fessed to the larceny of some three dollars 
in scrip from a Mr. Kennedy. His name 
being called and his offence plainly stated 
by the clerk, he stepped slowly up to tho 
front of 
tha dock, being

enough to show his frank, bright-eyed and 
good-natured faco above the raiL 


"Hashe any friends in court?" asked 


tho venerable judge. "None; he has no 
friends," responded an officer. 


"And is there no one preeen who knows 


about the boy f" asked the court. . 


."No one, your Honor; nothing is known 


about him, save what he has revealed him- 
self." answered the same officer. 


Ho was indeed alone, unknown. Alone

The oil ou or 
n this belt is of a light green shade and a 
ravity of 49 deg. 
You may perhaps infer from the above 


tatement that the Finley well, or the new 
trike, is the only development made after 
caving Beno, but that is not the case.

rom tho river to the Finley, was put 
.own by Stock, Galey and others, bnt 
which was perhaps ten or fifteen rods to

PHILADELPHIA, April 1,1871.'' 


Editors Morning EC raid: 


I have read with much interest the 


many articles on petroleum in your paper, 
snd I can appreciate the spirit that will 
publish both Bides of the question. I saw 
the article in the New Teaks-Bulletin, and 
was surprised that a paper of its character 
should get so far wrong. I prepared a re- 
ply, but seeing that "Quien Sabe"in yours 
of the 30th ult, has anticipated some of 
my ideas, I have re-~written it, aa "Quien 
Sabe" does not show the extent of the Bul- 
letin error. The Bulletin, gravely states 
the amount "sold for export" at 1,000 bar- 
rels per day, an error of over 8,000 barrels 
per day, as the export from January 1, 
1871, to the time of the writing of that 
article, averaged over 9,100 barrels per day 
of orude equivalent. So great an error is 
bardly excusable in a paper that is a com- 
mercial authority. Their estimated in- 
crease of stock in tho oil regions for Feb- 
ruary, viz: 140,000 barrels, was in error 
84,077 barrels, and I havo no doubt tho le- 
port for March will show as great an error. 
Nothing is said of any decrease at any 
other point. I am quite sure there has not 
been an increase of stock either in crude 
or refined iu tho United States since Jan- 
uary 1,1870. At Pittsburgh there is not 
nearly so much oil as is reported; on Jan- 
uary 1, it was reported at 2SO.OOO barrels- 
I will give one hundred dollars for the 
proof that they had 130,000 barrels 
on April 1, and at other places there mast 
have been a decrease, for the export has 
increased, the production decreased, and 
yet there is an increased stock in the oil 
region. This^incroaae has been at the ex- 
pense of the stocks heretofore helrl by re- 
liners, who now being short of crude, are 
only anxious to get the oil from, the oil re- 
gions at low prices to fill the groat de- 
mand at high prices, which they kno^v is 
coming. 
They 
are 
full of "croak- 


ings;'' last year it was the "war" and 
"over production," now it ia "overstock," at 
borne and abruud, and "supply and de- 
mand." 


I am willing to meet them ou these 


issues and keep my oil until there is less 
overstock abroad, and a better price at 
home. Let us examino the figures. The

more. Coal oil is to-day the cheapest 
light known for general use, and would 
be at double the present price; retailers 
are making more, middlemen are making 
more; but the producer and refiner aro not 
making the cost of production and refin- 
ing, because the attempt is to make by 
speculation rather than legitimate trade. 
"I have been there and know how it is 
myself." 


Crude oil ,haa led everything against 


it, but its own merits, and now as circum- 
stances favor it, it may have a chance; but 
it comes with a bad grace for dealers in re- 
fined to charge the "creek" with combina- 
tions to raise the price of crude illegiti- 
mately. 
The boot is on tho other leg-, and 


crude is worth six dollars per barrel to- 
day, and should bring it. Is it not worth 
as much as in 18C9 to any consumer ? 
And did it not then-pay to refine aa well 
aa produce ?
